\ first result of their vigorous campaign 
for Greater Shreveport is announced in 
the reduction of prices for natural gas 
to future manufacturing plants. For 
large concerns the price goes down by a 
sliding scale to 4 cents a thousand feet,

Drainage in Tennessee. 

The State Geological Survey of Tennes 
see, George H. Ashley, State geologist, has 
just issued Bulletin No. 3 on “Drainage 
The bulletin 


The first, on drain- 


Reclamation in Tennessee.” 
contains three papers 
nee problems in West Tennessee, by the 
State geologist, discusses the general prob- 
lems and benefits involved in the drainage 
of the river bottoms. It points out that 
not only today, but all through history, 
the alluvial flood plains of the rivers have 
been the richest agricultural lands of all 
nations, but that to secure the use of these 
flooded plains it has always been necessary 


to protect such lands from the floods, and 


that when so protected these lands are 
changed from worthless lands, a constant 
menace to health, to lands of the highest 
value. Lt cites the case of Ilinois, where 
some of the richest lands of the State to 
day were condinuous swamps when the 
State was first settled. The author dis- 
cusses the question of cost and of value 
after reclamation, how funds are obtained, 
ete. 

Some idea of the magnitude of the 
undertaking is gained from the statement 
that there are estimated to be 1,000,000 
West

The second paper is by 
perts of the drainage investigations di- 
vision of the Agricultural Department at 
Washington. It is the first of the reports 
covering co-operative work between the 
State and National Governments. It de- 
scribes the results of a preliminary study 
of the drainage conditions as they exist in 
Gibson county. The idea of this study was 
first to determine the feasibility of the 
reclamation of the stream bottoms of that 
county, then the factors to be dealt with 
and their relative importance, to get some 
idea of the cost and to get general recom- 
mendations on the carrying on of the work. 
The advantage of having the opinion of 
experts of such wide experience and train- 
ing can hardly be estimated. It is realized 
somewhat when it is noted that they report 
that the plan of construction that has been 
proposed for the North fork of the Forked 
Deer River would not have taken care of 
more than one-fourth of the average storm 
waters of the average year, let alone the 
abnormal storms which occur every few 
years. Also that they report that the plan 
of constructing side ditches which has been 
proposed would result in quickly choking 
up the main channels and require their

Little Rock, Ark., August 6. 

For years past Little Rock has been 
handicapped as to means for quickly reach- 
ing middle-central Arkansas. It has had 
the railroads, but they were branches of 
main lines, not running through between 
the Mississippi River and the capital of 
the State. This condition, of course, did 
not obtain between Little Rock and Mem- 
phis or any of the other larger cities, but 
south of the Rock Island main line there 
is a large area of country requiring better 
facilities with both Helena on the Missis- 
sippi River and Little Rock on the Arkan- 
sas, the capital of the State.

MINING 


Ochers of Unicoi County, Tennessee. 

Recent work done at the instance of the 
Clinchfield Railway has resulted in bring- 
ing to light some little known but very in- 
teresting deposits of ocher in Eastern Ten- 
nessee. These deposits have so far been 
found at two points, near Unicoi and 
Loves stations, respectively. The first of 
these is probably the more promising, as it 
appears to have less sandy matter associ- 
ated with it. At this point the ocher is 
found as a regular stratified deposit, inter- 
bedded with a rather hard red and brown 
shale. The strata lie nearly vertical, and 
where exposed in the bed of Indian Creek 
the total thickness of the ocher-bearing 
formation is about a quarter mile. Owing 
to the lack of any developments or prospect 
work, it is difficult to get an adequate 
idea of the thickness of the individual 
beds, but it may be said that they range 
from a few inches up to at least 20 feet. 
Their depth is unknown, but from their 
mode of occurrence is probably greater 
than the limit of profitable mining, while 
their longitudinal extent as shown by well 
records is the width of the valley at this 
point. 

It will be seen that there can be no 
question as to the enormous quantity of 
ocher available, and as regards quality 
there is every reason to believe that they 
are also satisfactory. In the best beds the 
proportion of sandy matter appears to be 
very low indeed, the material as mined 
slakes and washes readily, and the colors 
of the different bands range all the way 
from light yellow to dark red. 

One of the most favorable points in con- 
nection with this deposit is its availability. 
It is crossed by the railroad, and Unicoi 
station is probably situated upon it. It 
is also crossed by Indian Creek, which, 
with an average flow of 200 to 300 gallons 
per second, affords plenty of water for 
washing purposes. 

The deposits near Loves station, eight 


miles south, are very similar in their oe- 


currence, and are possibly a continuation 
of the same beds. From what could be 
seen of the beds, they appeared to be just 
a little more sandy than those at Unicoi, 
but when washed give an ocher of the same 
high quality. 

Both of these deposits have been used 
locally as paint, a few pounds being taken 
from the bank and mixed with lead and oil 
for the owner's use as needed, It is said 
to have given very good results, which is 
really more than could have been expected, 
considering that it was used in the un- 
washed state. 

Beds of ocher very similar to these in 
their mode of occurrence are being worked 
in Virginia, and, considering their accessi 
bility, quantity and probable high quality, 
there appears no reason why these also 
should not prove profit: ble to someone.

perhaps, than any other. This is indi- 
cated in the extent to which steel, stone, 
brick and concrete are being used for build- 
ing purposes. This striving after dura 
bility is not entirely due to the present- 
day conditions being peculiarly trying on 
material, but is largely an effort in the 
line of economy. The same holds true 
with the metal that is being put on these 
buildings. It must show durability com- 
parable with other materials that are avail 
able if it is to obtain recognition among 
the builders.
